PARIS, Sept. 16.—Joseph Caillaux, 
France’s spectactilar Finance Minister, 
sailed for America today at the head of 
a mission of eleven to arrange for the 
payment of the French debt to the 
United States. ;

cial Niagara Falls at an altitude of 
6,000 feet in the Alps, completed 
Monday, was opened t by the 
_Canton of Valais. * 

The -waterfall is slightly higher: 
than the American Niagara and the 
dam, 818 feet in length, retains 
39,000,000 cubic yards of watér, 
covering a surface of 268 acres, - 

It-took three years to build the 
dam, at a cost’ of $12,500,000. The 
electrical power derived from the 
falls is sufficient to run-all of the 
trains.in Switzerland.

University’s 1 60th Year Begins 
With 1,500 Enrolled—Dr. Will 
Heads Journalism Course.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J.,. Sept; 16.— 
Rutgers University opened its 160th year 
at noon today with an enrolment of 
more than 1,500 students. The_ school 
year began with an assémbly of students” 
and Faculty in St. Patrick's Chapel, at’ 
which Dr. John Martin Thomas, the new 
President of the university, made his 
first address. e 

“I do not come here as an iconoclast,” 
Dr. Thomas said. ‘It will not be my, 
purpose to make radical changes, either 
in the personnel ‘or in the academic 
program. Nevertheless, it was the op- 
portunity for growth and expansion 
which attracted me here. I am not 
interested in organizations which remain 
stationary. I have come to Rutgers 
because I believe there is a field here 
for large constructive service. We must 
put new life and vigor into every 
department of the university.” 

The Women’s College, which opened 
simultaneously with the other depart- 
ments of the university, has an enrol- 
ment of more than 700 students. Of 
these 200 are freshmen. Dean Mabel' 
8. Douglass welcomed the new students, 
Rutgers has 340 freshmen. 

The resignation of Professor Harry 
N. Lendall as Dean of Rutgers was 
announced at the chapel exercises. 
Professor Lendall will remain as instruc- 
tor in the Department of ~ Sanitary 
Engineering. Professor Charles Hale of 
the English Department will. succeed 
him as Dean. 

A new class in journalism, opened this 
year to students in their junior and 
senior years, is’ being directed by Dr. 
Allen 8. Will of Columbia University. 
The class has an enrolment of twenty- 
one students, seven of whom are from 
the Women’s College. 

Concurrent with the opening of the 
university today, figures were made 
public showing that athletics tend to 
weaken.scholastic records. Members of 
the football squad last year during the 
first term.averaged 71.1. per cent., gain- 
ing 2 points to 73.8 during the ‘setohd 
term, when their attention was not 
taken up with the sport. Non-fraternity 
men led fraternity men in point of 
scholarship, the averages being 76.6 per 
cent. against 74.4.

WAS BELIEVED CURED 


Dr. Heyman Says Lunatic Is Dif- 
ferent From Noel — Asserts 
Sach Cases Will Recur. 


Dr. Marcus B. Heyman; Superinten- 
dent of Manhattan State Hospital, at 
Ward's Island, who~ recently charged 
that men like Harrison Noel, the mur- 
derous lunatic, were being released 
regularly from State institutions for 
lack of facilities to take care of them, 
said yesterday that the lunatic who shot 
at Dr. Menas 8S. Gregory belonged to a 
different class. John Mangold, the at- 
tempted assassin in the latter case, was 
released from Ward's Island a month 
ago on the supposition that he was 
cured, 

“This man had recovered,” said Dr. 
Heyman, ‘‘and was normal when he was 
released, but ‘had a’ relapse. He was a 
dementia praecox case.‘ A few sufferers 
from this form of insanity recover. Suf- 
ferers from. so-called manio-depressive 
insanity frequently recover, but we are 
usually quite sure that in a few months 
or years an attack of the insanity will 
return. Recently the staff studied the 
case of a woman suffering from this 
type of insanity, decided that she was 
normal again and directed her release, 








leased, she had a severe attack. 

“The law compels us to release pa- 
tients who have returned to normal, even 
though we may feel perfectly sure that 
they will sooner or later have a recur- 
rence of the attack. Lack of space does 
compel us to free the supposed milder 
patients who should still be under re- 
straint..

Calls Personnel, System and Budget 
Basic Aviation Questions—Shenan- 
doah Inquiry to Begin Monday.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—President 
Coolidge’s Air Board for the study of 
the. aircraft situation*and air policy in 
their bearing ‘on™ national defense will 
meet him at the White House tomorrow. 
The President is hopeful the board will 
undertake its important task as soon 


| as possible, because the field to be cov- 


ered is broad and he-is desirous of hav- 
ing its recommendations in hand not 
later than the end of November, so that 
he may be aided by them in making 
such recommendations for legislative or 
other action as the facts that are deé- 
veloped warrant. 

The board is primarily intended to be 
a fact-finding body. Anticipating that 
its investigation will be conducted in 
that manner, the War and Navy De- 
partments are already anticipating the 
inquiry by assembling data to be sub- 
mitted to the investigators. 

Acting Secretary of War Davis, with 
the hearty support of the War Depart- 
ment General Staff, is in favor of. just 
such an investigation of the miiltary 
air situation as the board is expected to 
cunduct. The War Department’s hope 
is that ithe ‘board will deal with the 
subject “in sense and not in sensation,” 
as one official put it today. 

Specific Charges Lacking. 

The .War Department is making. its 
own analysis of the air problem in an- 
ticipation of the investigation. Acting 
Secretary Davis and his associates de- 
clare they are ready to answer specifi- 
cally all charges that have been madé 
by Colonel Mitchell or others against 
the Army Air Service. These charges 


are now undergoing close study in the 
department, but it was pointed out to- 


day that the| sations, so far, are 
very b racter.and do not put 
fingers u specific instances of al- 


leged incompetency d mismanage- 
ment. 

As viewed by the War Department the 
primary question to be considered is 
what, if anything, is wrong with the 
Army Air Service and “how best it can 
be corrected. acting Secretary Davis 
and others ja the department do not en- 
tertain the view that “everything is 
wrong,’ but they do feel that if there 
is anything wrong the sodner it is dis- 
covered and corrected the better it will 
be for the nation: 

Carrying their analysis of the situation 
a step forward, War Department of- 
ficers and Acting Secretary Davis feel 
that the question then resolves itself 
into three basic elements—personnel, 
system .and appropriations. The ques- 
tion of personnel, as viewed by Mr. 
Davis and his immediate associates, in- 
volves the competency of the personnel 
of the present Air Service, also whether 
the Air Service officers in authority are 
qualified, whether their experience is of 
value or not, and if not who is better 
qualified to conduct military aviation. 


Says Fliers A-e in Control. 


Respecting ‘‘system,”’ and-this phase 
involves the present form of organiza- 
tion of the Army Air Service, the ques- 
tion to be considered, in the opinion of 
Mr. Davis and his advisers, is whether 
there is anything. wrong with the. pres- 
ent system. They point out that fliers 
are in contro) of the present system of 
the Army Air Service; they would like 
to know whether this is wrong, also 
whether the best judgment of men like 
Generals Pershing, Hines and high rank- 
ing officers is in error, and if so what 
is the correct system to adopt in place 
of the one now in operation. 

Concerning the third phase of the prob- 
lem, that of “equipment,’’ it is con- 
tended by the department that this in- 
volves the appropriation of money for 
the purchase and development of mate- 
rial. The Army Air Service, it was 
pointed out today, has asked the Budget 
Bureau for larger appropriations than 
have been granted, and it was, added 
that under any air system the improve- 
ment of equipment would be largely de- 
pendent upon appropriations. 

The size of. appropriations for air 
equipment is decided, in the last analysis, 
by the President, the Director of the 
budget and Congress. The view of the 
War Department on the question whether 
thesé appropriations are sufficient or 
not is that the appropriations are only 
recommended and urged, but are not 
“made” by the War Department.

SHENANDOAH DEBRIS

Eight Carloads , of Wreckage 
Shipped Away—Land Owner 
to File Damage C laim.

According to Lieutenant Havill, in 
charge of the final clean-up—Comman- 
der acob H. Klein having left yester- 
day—the receipts of the two landowners,

ALSO TO MEET IN PEKING 


Strawn Will Serve There as Well— 
London Advises With Washing- 
ton on the Subject.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Secretary 
Kellogg has addressed a communication 
to the twelve otmer Governments which 
are signatory to or are otherwise adher- 
ing to the Washington Conference reso- 
lution on extraterritoriality in China, 
suggesting Peking as the ace and 
Dec, 18 as the date for the first meet- 
ing of the commission. 

The signatory powers are Belgium, 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Japan, The 
Netherlands, Portugal and China. Iden- 
tical copies have been sent also to Den- 
mark, Peru, Spain and Sweden, which 
were. not original signatories in 1922, 
but have since given their adherence. 

Secretary’ Kellogg informed the twelve 
powers that the United States has ap- 
pointed Silas H, Strawn of Chicago as 
its extraterritorial commissioner. 

The Chinese Customs Conference will 
meet in Peking on Oct, 26. Secretary 
Kellogg today announced that the per- 
sonnel of the American delegation to 
this conference will be as followa:

HE RECALLS HIS BOYHOOD

Asserts the Broadcasting of Exten- 
sion Courses ts Another 
Boon. 


Radio broadcasting, by ending the {so- 
lation of farm life, will be the greatest 
factor of modern times in keeping young 
Men on. the farms, declared General J. 
G. Harbord, President ofthe Radio Cor- 
poration of America, in an address yes- 
tefday on “Radio and the Farmer’ be 
fore the Advertising Club of New York. 
. Recalling the days when he was a boy 
on a Kansas farm, General Harbord re- 
counted the hardships of farm life of 
forty years ago. ‘‘Yct it has not been 
the physical hardships,”’ he said, ‘*but 
the dullness of life, tie utter monotony 
and Ahe lack of recreation that has 
caused the farm boy or girl, as well as 
the paid farm labore, to desert the oid 
farm and seek the city. 

“Through radio the farmer receives 
the advice of agricultural authorities. It 
is a friend in the time of the farmer’s 
need. Be it insect plague, animal epi- 


‘demic, threatening weather, or other 
adverse conditions, the radio brings the. 


information nécessary to meet the prob- 
lem. ‘With these utilitarian benefits 
thére comes a Wealth of entertainment.

“The city listener, tuning in on a@ 
station only to hear a voice reeling off 
the price of white leghorn eggs, fancy 
cabbage, red onions and pork, where 
he had hoped to hear jasz, may not be 
much impressed with the value of mar- 
ket reports. But at that very moment 
there are thousands of men on farms 
who have laid aside everything else in 
order to Hsten in on what is to them 
business information, a matter of dol- 
lars and cents. 

“But in the long run perhaps the 
greatest utility of radio to the farmer 
is in’ tyl in with the extension work 
of agricultural colleges and schools. 
With 31,000,000 le living on farms, 
the agricultural col ogee enroll but 150,- 
000 students. Radio should bring the ad- 
vantages of scientific schooling to mil- 
lions of farmers. It will enable the stu- 
dent, whose college course ‘has been in- 
terrupted, to continue it, often with 
the same instructors. 

“Of a)l that may be said of radio, , ies 
best is that» {it will tend to —-'> 
young people on’ the farm. There is the 
true independence, there is the real 
throne of the American ‘sovereign. En- 
tertainment and-culture and the throb- 
bing life of the metropolis, carried to 
the farm by radio, helping to make 
rural life more attractive and desirable, 
will sustain that class which is the very 
backbone of our national existence.” 

Henry Morgenthau presided as Chair- 
man at the luncheon and introduced the 
speaker. The luncheon ‘was given under 
the direction of the Agricultural Pub- 
lishers’ Group of the Advertising Club, 
of which Henry Morgenthau Jr., who 
was also present, is Chairman. 


DECRIES RADIO REGULATION. 


Senator Dill Says Control Would 
Hart Its Usefulness. 


AGdressing a gathering of 1,500 per- 
sons at the second annual radio indus- 
tries dinner at the Hotel Commodore, 
his voice reaching also countless listen- 
ers-in, United States Senator C. C,. Dill 
of Washington warned last night 
against Government regulation of the 
industry, which, he said, already had 
been considered. Such regulation, he 
declared, would end the liberty and the 
greatest tsefulness of the radio, 

His speech, that of E. J. Cattell, City 
Statistician of Philadelphia, a talk by 
Will Rogers and an unusually elaborate 
program of entertainment were broad- 


cast by the largest, chain of stations 
which have sent the same program at 
the same time in the history of radio, 





-aecording to an announcement by Paul 


B. Klugh, Chairman of the ~ various 
dinner committees and toastmaster at 
the dinner, which, he said, was, the in- 
auguration of a hew radio season. 

“Aga member of the United States 
Government,” Senator Dill began, “I 
plead with you -to see to it that the 
Government be kept jout of the radio 
industry. Already there has been some- 
thing ‘started about a Commission on 
Communications. I warn you that the 
day you give to any board in Washing- 
ton th- power to regulate radio, that 
day wl the liberty of radio and the 

Ro ‘wdustry end. » 

‘““‘Understand me. I am aware of the 
fact that, in a‘way, the Government 
can be of real assistance to the industry. 
I would favor such legislation as might 
enable the Government to establish allo- 
cation of wave lengths, but I would bit- 
ferly oppose any or any 
system that would cause the Govern- 
ment to come around and meddle in a 
private business of this character. In 
some other countries they have a radio 
censorship and the result is that 90 per 
cent. of ai radio broadcasting is done 
in our own. count 

“Some courts hold that. radio .broad- 
easting is reproduction for profit and 
some hold that it ig not. I believe that 
question should be taken:to’' the Supreme 
Court of the United States for a deci- 
sion. Should the highest court decide jt 
is reproduction for profit, then I can 
introduce a bill that would fix by law 
the fee that could be charged so that 
the radio industry will not be placed 
at the mercy of any one man or set of 
men.”’

Wallace Tohasoal Made His ial 
. AsaFirst Ten Player in 1908. 


Wallace Johnson, of Philadelphia, 
-who defeated James Anderson of 
Australia. in the . national © “tennis 
championship yesterday, ‘has. ‘been in 
the ranking as long, probably, as 
any player in, American tennis. 
Johnson made his first appearance 
in the list of the country’s bést ten 
players in 1908, seventeen ‘years ago. 
He was rated ninth that year. In

the present ranking he is fifth again.

The Philadelphian then ran out the set 
Mwithout dropping: another game. 

Anderson’s performance against Bo- 
rotra in the interzone matches made it 
evident that he is not the player who 
defeated William Johnston in 1923. Im- 
provement was seen, however, when he 
disposed of Arnold Jones in summary 
fashion in the ‘first round of the cham- 
pionship and defeated Hugh Kelleher in‘ 
the second round with almost equal ease, 

Yesterday against Johnson, Anderson 
played a mixture of good and bad ten- 
nis. In the first set he was woefully 
weak. It may have been that he did 
not’ know how to cope with his. op- 
ponent’s soft, chopping style of game. 
Errors marred his work constantly and 
his backhand was extremely vulnerable, 
80 much so that he was running around 
shots to the left of him in order to 
take the ball on his forehand. ° 

The match between Lacoste and Nor- 
ton was one of the prettiest of the 
three days of play. It was marked by 
sharp, clean stroking on both sides and 
interest was sustained to a high pitch 
throughout_the. five sets.- Not since he, 
took a set from Dick Williams in the 
-1928 championship has Norton played 
so well as.he did yesterday. Except for 
moments in the early part of the match, 
he was a marvel of steadiness. Not 
even ‘so reliable a stroker as Lacoste 
could keep the ball in play longer. than 
he could. Not only was Norton steady 
but he had splendid length on his shots 
and his angles were 2 delight to watch. 

Lacoste was a tired youth by the end

Travis 
Jackson,-with rare accuracy and his 
lightning speed, pulled Nehf out\of more 
than one hole. A great throw by Kelly 
in the ninth, when he cut down Niehaus 
at third, spelled disaster forthe last- 
minute rally of the Reds.

AIR MAIL EXPANSION.

RAILWAY RATES AND THE 
“POTTER PLAN.” 

The proposal of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul receivers for an 
increase in Western freight rates, the 
resultant additional earnings to be 
“pooled '’ by all railways affected and 
to be distributed among them strictly 
in proportion. to their needs, was for- 
mally laid before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission on Tuesday in Chi- 
cago. It therefore becomes one of the 
possibilities: for relief of the Western 
and Northwestern railway situation. 
That situation is as follows: The rail- 
ways in that section of the country 
have during several years fallen dis- 
proportionately short of earning the 
‘* fair return ’’ on aggregate property 
valuatioh which the Transportation act 
prescribes asthe basis on which the 
Interstate Commission ‘shall deter- 
mine transportation rates. The “ fair 
return ’’ fixed by the commission 
itself is 5% per cents But whereas 
in the six months ended last June the 
railyays of the Eastern region earned 
on the average 5.10 per cent. and in 
the South 5.55, the average return in 
the Western district as’a whole was 
8.33 and in the Northwestern district 
only 2.48.- This discrepancy was ‘vir- 
tually the same in the whole of 1924, 
atid to a somewhat less degree in 1023.

FOR AN. OCEAN ‘PARK. 
Groups of . - Summer residents “on 
Long Island were-able by political in- 
fluence to block the park development 
championed by Governor Smits, but

In comparison with outly- 
ing counties on the mainland, Nassau 
County is pitifully deficient in parks 
and public playing fields. 

The present proposal is to build a 
causeway across the inner islan1is, 
with a fork to Long Beach and an- 
other to the park, twelve miles long, 
on Short Beach. Eventually a park- 
way might be constructed eastward 
along Jones Beach and Oak Island 
Beach, connecting with Fire Islanil, 
where the-State already owns a park. 
Much of the intervening land is 
‘** townland ’’ belonging to Oyster Bay 
and Babylon. From Fire Island a 
ferry might carry cars back to the 
mainland at the Taylor estate—or 
Deer ‘Range Park as it is to he called. 
Thus the motorist would have a con- 
tinuous’ route of some thirty miles 
along the ocean from Long Beach to 
Fire Island, with’ample bathing facili- 
ties. Such a project is,.of course, far 
beyond the means of the Park Com- 
mission, even though the funds which 
the. people so enthusiastically voted 
were made available. But if we of the 
present plan properly, the future will 
take care of its own.

The first obvious fallacy in her argu- 
ment is the assumption that European 
countries are necessarily overburdened 
with ‘‘taxation, poverty; unemployment’’ 
because of the war. If that were truc 
how could these countries afford. to 
maintain greater armies they have 
ever previously maintained? If are 
serious.in their desire for p or 
total cancellation, let them first disband 
all armies—at least let them reduce 
them from millions of men to a. few 
thousand, such. as the United States 
maintains; then their request for gener- 
osity by the United States will come 
with better grace. To a peace-loving 
citizen of the United States it would 
seem like brazen effrontery. to ask the: 
United States to maintain their armies 
to threaten the world’s peace by can- 
celing their war debts to Us Cancel- 
lation of Burope’s debt to ‘us will only 
help Europe to build greater armaments 
and hasten the date of her next great 
war. The payment of debts and interest 
when due may go’ a long way toward. 
saving Europe; cancellation will not. 

The second fallacy in the argument as 
set forth by the writer is to assume 
that conditions in America are ‘‘pros- 
perous everywhere.’’ Such may seem 
true to her as viewed from London, but 
if she ‘would observe her own country 
‘at closer range she would realize her 
error. A recent tour of the West and 
South has brought me to realize that 
poverty exists In many places, so that. 
one may wellagay to her, as she does of 
Europe, that ‘it is impossible for one 
not on the spot to comprehend’”’ it. 
Many sections of the United States have 
had no rainfall during this Summer, so 
that there have been total or partial 
crop failures. Farmers are in a bank- 
rupt condition throughout the United 
States. Taxes are also high here as well 
as in Europe. The United States has 


| already done far more toward helping 


European nations than we have done for 
our own people who need help. 
United States has-placed European coun- 
tries on a sound financial basis, but the 
farms of America have not been dealt 
with thus generously. 

Has the writer from London remem- 
bered the $2,000,000,000 furnished to the 


form of gifts or loans, not to mention 
the large gifts-by charitable institutions 
of America? Has she remembered the 
10,000,000 tons of food and supplies. dis- 
tributed to them? Has ‘she remembered 
the work of the American Relief Ad- 
ministration in relieving Russian famine 
victims and thé “work of the Belgian 
Relief Commission in saving the 7,500,- 
000 Belgian andthe 2,500,000 French 
people from starvation during the 
war? Has she remembered~how Amer- 
ica set Germany and Austria on a. sound 
financial basis?

Continuance of Increasing. Waste 
From This Cause Means Higher 
Prices, Meeting Hears.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 16=— 
Control of costs in the production and 
marketing of goods must be effected to 
maintain the nation’s business prosper- 
ity, according to a declaration here to- 
day by the annual metting of directors 
and officers of the National Association 
of Credit Men in the Bae sbi a 
heim. Hotel. 

It was asserted that reduction of pes 
could not be accomplished, by cutting 
bwages, becatse a) ‘‘good standard. of 
living. should ‘be maintained; and this 
can be dorie only by a fair wage.” 

President Coolidge’s economy program, 
as well as Secretary Hoover's campaign 
th Yeduce waste by standardization and 
simplification, were endorsed aa tending 
to reduce taxes which figure largely in 
costs. 

The credit. men also calle@ on the 
wage-earners to aid in reducing costs 
by “giving just a little more than we 
are inclined to give for. the wage re- 
ceived.” In this way, it was stated, 
“*business can be maintained in the face 


of competition and} the continuation of 
the wage-earners’ ork is thus better 
assured.’’ 

“Costs,” the declaration concluded, 
“have a direct bearing on credits. The 
control of costs: better assures . the 
liquidation of credits.’’ 

Stating that the rising tide of fire 
losses created a serious problem, an-4 
other declaration continued: 

**When the public recognizes that the 
fire loss is an absolute waste that makes 
inevitably for higher prices for com- 
modities: and goods bought and used, 
there will be less indifference toward 
the subject and a larger concern for the 
exercising of the safeguards that will 
materially decrease the avoidable part 
of the aggregate loss. The liquidation 
of credits frequently fails because: the 
fire hazard was not properly safeguard- ' 
6@ against by insurance.’’ 

Survey of twenty-six business regions
